I and other Alaskans have spent a lot of time trying to understand why the Palin administration 
would announce publicly that it was going to drastically cut the earmarks the state seeks from our 
congressional delegation. It makes no sense to us. By doing it so publicly, she may have 
jeopardized all other existing federal funding for Alaska. 

The Palin administration says earmarks make Alaska look bad. However, an earmark is nothing 
more than a word for special projects. And because our infrastructure needs eons to catch up with 
the rest of the nation just to bring us into some sort of parity, we need many special projects. 

Palin's cutback on earmark requests (or special projects) will make it even more difficult to make 
things happen in Washington, D.C., and it's already very difficult indeed. Most people in the Lower 
48 would just as soon see this state locked up in one big park or wildlife preserve. The last thing 
we need to tefl Congress is: "We don't want your money; we have enough." 

The governor and many among our news media are painting a bleak picture of earmarks, 
suggesting they are there to be abused. Nothing could be further from the truth. Earmarks have 
been used for decades by many other senators from many other states and will continue to be 
used in the future in some other form. It's not like Sens. Stevens and Murkowski and 
Congressman Young have invented earmarks, or the projects the funding was going to be used 
for. These projects were requested by the State of Alaska or the residents of Alaska. 

We elected our congressional delegation to go to Washington, D.C., to fight for funding for our 
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state. It would seem that Palin's negative portrayal of the process has the potential to harm 
Alaska's stability and its future. 

On the one hand, Palin wants to tax the hell out of our biggest industries. At the same time, we 
need funding for infrastructure, health, education and public safety. By casting a shadow over all 
of it, she has now put so much of what we need at risk. Surely she doesn't think the state can pay 
for everything? 

I don't know where her advice is coming from, but it reminds me of the old fairy tale, "The 
Emperor's New Clothes." If this administration keeps this up, eventually the people will see there 
is nothing there. 

In the case of Gov. Palin, most of us can agree she was a very attractive candidate who knew 
exactly how to appeal to the widest possible audience. When you're trying to get elected, that's a 
strategy that's obviously very effective. But we're not in an election (or are we?). We're at the 
point where the rubber meets the road. We're at the stage where we need more than rhetoric, 
more than promises, more than attacks on others. We need results. 

Gov. Palin, Alaska needs policymakers who have vision. Alaska needs can-do builders who can 
start a project and see it through to the finish. Gov. Palin, Alaska needs leadership. We want you 
to succeed on Alaska's behalf, but giving up on federal funding leaves some serious questions.

The earliest possible 
delivery would be January 18th but likely later due to forecasted 
weather.

The community will need more fuel before the new delivery date estimate, 
as a number of homes are out of heating oil and the power plant is using 
more fuel than recently as homes are being heated with electric heaters.

As you may have heard, our beloved Dr. Keon Ghi died in a 
tragic traffic accident Wednesday evening Jan. 9. Funeral services 
will be held at 2 p.m. Sunday, Jan. 13 at Georgetown College, John L. 
Hill Chapel, in Georgetown, Ky. 

Keon was a nationally renowned and esteemed state 
government expert. He was CSG's editor-in-chief of The Book of the 
States, the premier annual reference book on American state 
government, and more recently became the Director of CSG's nascent 
Center for State Governance Transformation. 

As I said to my staff and colleagues on Thursday morning, we 
have lost an incredibly gifted and truly treasured human being. This 
is a devastating loss for all who know Keon. 

In addition to his seminal work with CSG since 1981, including 
authorship of more than 100 journal articles, monographs, book 
chapters and columns on cutting-edge issues, Keon also served on 
the editorial and review boards of Pu6//'c Administration Review, State 
and Local Government Review, American Journal of Public 
Administration and ASPA's Public Integrity Journal. He also served on 
the Kennedy School's Innovation Panei at Harvard University. 

Keon was a professor and academic dean at Georgetown 
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College, where he taught government and political science for 
36 years mentoring and inspiring literally thousands of college 
students. He held masters' and doctoral degrees in government from 
Claremont Graduate University in California. 

Due to his national reputation, Keon was often invited to speak 
to state legislative committees, national organizations, and frequently 
was a spokesperson with the American Political Science Association, 
the American Society of Public Administration, and the World Future 
Society. 

Keon is survived by his wife In Soon, his two sons Ron and John 
and their families, including three grandchildren. 

I am in conversations with CSG's current and past leaders and 
staff, along with the Chi family, about how CSG plans to acknowledge 
Keon's extraordinary contributions tied to our future service to 
states. We will be sharing our memorial plans with you in the near 
future, we hope you can be a part of this commemoration of our 
dearest friend and colleague.

ISER Research Matters No. 27. Understanding Alaska's Remote Rural Economy 
January 11, 2008 

A new ISER publication describes an economy unlike that anyplace else in the United States: the 
economy of the vast remote region of northern and western Alaska. At 395,000 square miles, the remote 
rural region is large enough to hold Japan, Germany, and Great Britain. Yet on/y about 60,000 people live 
there, and most households keep themselves going with a mix of cash, subsistence, sharing, and non- 
cash trading. That's a world away from the state's urban economy, and under standard measures like 
income the remote rural economy lags far behind. 

Over the years there have been many efforts to improve that economy. But the new paper by ISER 
economist Scott Goldsmith argues that standard measures can't capture all the economic activity in a 
region where subsistence and non-cash trading play such important parts. Also, there are many gaps in 
the available data. This new paper offers the most comprehensive picture possible, based on available 
data— and at the same time identifies other information that could improve the picture and make 
economic development efforts more effective. 



• Most of the state's natural resource wealth is produced in remote rural areas— about $17 billion 
worth in 2006— but more than 90% of that wealth bypasses the remote economy. It is government 
that directly or indirectly accounts for almost all (perhaps as much as 90%) of the income of 
regional residents. Local benefits from resource production— through local resource taxes, jobs, 
and activities of Alaska Native regional corporations — are concentrated in a few areas. 

• A big share of the money that does come into the remote rural economy quickly leaks out again, 
because so many of the workers (an estimated 

40%) are non-locals who spend their paychecks elsewhere, and because residents and local 
businesses buy many things outside the region. Of the estimated $2.35 billion that entered the 
remote rural economy as a result of natural resource production and government spending in 
2006, about $1 biilion quickly leaked out to other areas. 

• Official employment figures underestimate the time residents of remote areas spend working, 
because they can't take into account time spent in subsistence activities and the informal 
economy. If such time could be included, employment would be larger than published data show 
and would have a more complex seasonal pattern. 

• Thousands of young people in remote areas will soon reach working age, and that growth in the 
labor force, combined with the constraints on the types of cash jobs the economy can support, will 
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create special challenges for residents. To find jobs, many will need to get specialized training, commute to 
jobs, or move to areas with more jobs. 
# There are opportunities for economic growth in remote areas. But importing goods and services will 
continue to be expensive, and future government spending will be constrained. Cash will continue to be 
scarce, and subsistence and informal economic activities will continue to be extremely valuable.

Hello and FYI, 

Enclosed is a link to the Anchorage Daily News article regarding the lawsuit filed by two very 
young men; they endured sickening foster care and the death of another child in the foster care 
home with them. May God have mercy. The young men are now suing for 30 million dollars, 
their lives are permanently damaged, and I hope that finances ease their burdens and futures into 
adulthood life. I was a CASA (Court Appointed Special Advocate) and I was terminated from 
my volunteer position, after I wrote a letter to inform the Governor, and explain to her, the abuse 
I witnessed of a tiny-toddler in OCS foster care, and the lack of action; the 18th month young 
child, was hit with a dish-rag, shaken, and threatened to be, " locked-away and put-away." No 
one, to date, has done much. I was faced with a "pull- up-the-draw-bridges" reaction, which 
included my suspension & termination (without interviewing me), lack of OCS making a sincere 
and timely investigation , allowing the children to remain in the foster home at all times, an 
intake report which was inaccurately / falsely documented, a police investigation thwarted by 
OCS (" we will take care of it") a Pediatrician's statement to OCS, a month before my report, 
wherein the Physician clearly states, " to remove the children from the foster-care home, no child 
should be in that foster home," the doctor's warning and words were never heeded. The litany 
truly goes on,.. I witnessed this abuse on September 10, 2007. After writing to the Governor, I 
was told by OCS and OPA not to have contact with the boys while they investigated, as a CASA, 
I was literally silenced. I have been passed from one individual to another, I have been slandered 
by personal derogatory commentary made about me by OCS workers, the foster mother has been 
protected, and my allegations were determined," unsubstantiated " (even though my husband also 
stepped-up to the door and saw the shaking;' and other witnesses have seen bruises/ laceration 
damage & inappropriate verbal commentary to the child by the foster mother). I can not 
fathom ... why. ..I do not understand, in this day and age, why children still suffer at the hands of 
" the system," and adults behave as they do. I do not understand how grown adults can have 
more concern for their job / pay check, than to take appropriate action and to do the right thing. I 
can not understand, " throwing a whistle-blower under the bus," or pulling-up the draw-bridges 
on the truth. I learned enough from VECO to record my findings. 

Children's health,safety and lives are the issue here; not files, covering malfeasance within 
organizations,lies, disingenuous reports,egos,holiday time-off ,paychecks,passing-the- 
buck,shutting-out,shutting-down, or swaying the Judges. I have witnessed, experienced,seen with 
my own eyes. ...a tiny child being hurt, abused,assaulted....and no one, NO ONE, has stepped-up 
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to the plate to safely place the child and his infant brother out of harms way ( even though their Native 
American grandmother desperately wants them). Today's news covers the story of the beautiful child 
who died, and the money which others now seek. If you can do anything, to stop the silence and 
condoning of our society's treatment of children, please do so. Why does the heartless, crime- 
filled, unnecessary story still continue for yet more children?

Governor, All, 

I just spoke with Ashley Reed and Kim Hutchinson (two of the three people who represented 
Gillam in our discussions, the 3rd being Atty Jeff Feldman) , Neither knew who leaked the 
draft documents, although when I pressed them they agreed that it may have been Art 
Hackney, who works as Gillam' s Public Relations' representative. I pressed them on this 
issue because over the weekend I had heard that Art Hackney told Rhonda Boyles about our 
discussions, and Rhonda immediately told a mining community rep. Ashley told me this 
morning he was asked by KTUU to comment on whether there had been "negotiations" and he 
refused to do so, stating he advised KTUU that his refusal to comment should not be 
construed as a confirmation nor a denial. He said that at that time KTUU was simply 
probing and didn't seem to know much and certainly didn't have a copy of the draft. 
Therefore he contends they got ahold of more info subsequently. At the end of our 
conversation Ashley told me that if we (the Administration) wanted him to make a statement 
to the press he would be happy to say whatever we liked, as long as it was "remotely like 
the truth". He restated his appreciation that we "gave them so much time and made a real 
effort". I told Ashley I would get back to him on this. When I told Ashley that the news 
reported that we approached them, Ashley agreed that is not how it occurred, nor was this 
ever about keeping issues from a vote of the people. Rather, it was looking for possible 
solutions to a perception problem, including Gillam 's perception that Alaska's permitting 
process is inadequate. Or as Tom said to KTUU, we were looking for the "art of the 
possible" or "common ground". Tom also told KTUU. Lthis is what DNR does, regularly. We 
are geared to listen to Alaskans and try and resolve conflicts, whether they are on 
permitting, land management or some other issue. In this case Pebble and the initiatives 
are very important in the state. Both sides put problems, goals and solutions on the 
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table looking for a resolution. In this case everyone should conclude one side asked for 
too much and one side wasn't willing to give more, so the discussions stopped". 



Governor, if you think it would be helpful for Ashley to make a statement to the press 
tomorrow, please advise and I will work with Sharon and Joe to make it happen. Also, I am 
so sorry this effort has taken a negative path, as it was totally about seeing if we could 
make something helpful out of some problems.

Do you know what your Board of Game is up to? Below are some of the proposals on the 
docket for the next BOG meeting in Anchorage. These proposals will increase bag limits and 
mechanized access to bears and wolves by legalizing and hunting methods that have been 
illegal for many years and traditionally considered unethical . There is no biological need 
for any of these hunting methods. If you are as concerned about ethics in wildlife 
management as you are in state government in general you need to rein in your BOG or risk 
what is left of Alaska's reputation as an enlightened keeper of the people's wildlife. 



Following are the Proposals: 



Proposal #3 would expand the area where hunters can fly in and shoot black bears on the 
same day they are airborne. Currently, this is only allowed in limited "predator control" 
areas. This proposal further sanctions the use of bait or scent lures and allows hunters 
to shoot bears as close as 3 00 feet from their aircraft. 
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Proposal #40 would sanction the killing of mother bears and their cubs in various regions 
totaling over 60,000 square miles. This proposal lacks any biological justification and 
would undoubtely result in many orphaned cubs leading to their death by starvation. 



Proposal #41 would sanction a practice known as "denning," which would allow the killing 
of wolf pups in their dens, an extremely unethical form of hunting that has been outlawed, 
with good reason, for many years. It would also extend wolf hunting season to Hay 31st, 
when pups are out of the den, and extend the bag limit to 10 wolves per day. It would also 
likely kill adult wolves, orphaning newborn wolf pups and condeming them to starvation. 



Proposal #42 would permit the baiting of wolves statewide, a practice currently not 
allowed except when trapping. This would habituate wolves to seek out human food sources, 
creating obvious additional management problems. 



This is not a pretty picture.
